Long and miserable has our way been, but never have we lost 
the belief in the righteousness of our demand to reestablish a 
Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine. It seems' that after all just- 
ice has regained the upperhand* li/hen we look back we realise how 
great the prize has been we have had to pay for cur freedom, a 
valuable part of our people succumbed to the miseries that affect- 
ed them during the past decade. 

But, though partition has been approved and the UNO has vot- 
ed to establish a separate Arab and Jewish State, we have not ar- 
rived at the end of our road, at the goal we have set ourselves. 

The aim of Zionism, the program set up at Basle, has been 
fulfilled, a home for the Jewish people in Palestine lias been se- 
cured bjr public law. However great a meaning this achievement has 
for us, and however great the joy has been at tne news, we ought 
to bear in mind that hard work still lies ahead of our people. The 
obstacles we will have to overcome yet might seem unsurmoun table, 
but if hope and faith which have been our most faithful compan- 
ions in the times of distress, will remain at our sides, we can be 
sure of overcoming these, as we 11 as we have mastered all others. 
In the years to come we will have to justify to the world our ex- 
istence as a sovereign nation. Just as every newly born child is 
closely wayched by his fello\v human beings, so will tne eyes of 
the world be focussed on the newly created Jewish State and its 
future progress among the nations of the world. It will consti- 
tute a target for criticism, especially for those who will be eag- 
er to discredut us in the eyes of the world, we will not disapp 
point all those who have supported us in those years of struggle 
for our independence and to those unnamed heroes wno nave died for 
the good of our cause. 

First step has already been taken by the Jewish Agency in of- 
fering friendship to the newly founded Arab states. Let us hope 
that peace on its borders will assure our people the success they 
so rightly descarfro. .

The inventor of the "Tikvah Spirits" 
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HEGEL 



To view a problem in all its aspects, and still not to wai- 
ver in one’s personal convictions, is one of the main achievements 
- of the philisophic spirit. In his recent lecture to the club. 

Dr. Klepetar gave a brilliant illustration of this when- he lucid- 
ly ' expounded' the philosophy of Friedrich Hegel, stating at the same 
time the reasons for his oppostion to these very views. 

' Friedrich Hegel (lTtO - 1331) lived through the magnificent 
flowering of German culture at tne turn of the eighteenth century. 
Among- his contemporaries were philosophers like Kant, Fichte and 
Schell'ing, poets like Goethe and Schiller, literateurs like S.ch- 
legel, Tieck and Novalis. He followed an academic career, teach- 
ing first at Gena, later, after an interruption caused by the 2Ja- 
poloenic wars at Heidelberg, and finally, from 1818 onward, at 
the newly founded University of Berlin. His earliest work was a 
Life of Jesus written under the influence^df the classicism o f 
tJinlcelman and Klopstoch, and treated the problem of Jesus of Ua- 
zareth in the manner of Renon's later work. Later, however, Hegel 
destroyed this, his first opus, completely, having by this tine 
taken a more conservative stand on religion. In 1803 he wrote .the 
"Brenomenology of the Mind" and in 1816 his Logic. His later works 
the Encyclopedia of Philosophy, the philosophy of Law and the Phil- 
osophy of History are largely transcripts of his lectures by his 
disciples. During the last ten years of his life he wielded tre- 
mendous influence over the thooght of Jtismop^and his works, though 
written in a crabbleGerman equalled in unintelligibili ty only by 
some of the more obscure specimen of medieval Latin were widely 
read * . 

Hegels achievement was threefold. FirAtahd foremost, he 
propounded the now universally accepted dialectic principle of 
thesis, antithesis and synthesis, the discovery of which ensured 
his place among- the great thinkers of all r; times. .according to him, 
everything in this world begets its contrary and the two together 
amalgamate to form a new startingpoint. First derived by him, 
through observation of contemporary history-the sequence of French 
monarchy revolution and post-Hapoleonic liberalism, -the dialectic 
pr inciple and admits of application in metaphysics as' well as in 
history. Thus the created v/orld as the antithesis of the Godhead 
and return of the world into spiritual union with God. as synthesis. 

In metaphysics Hegel made an important contribution towards 
ontology, the study and critique of human reason. An idealist, 
he affirmed absolute reason as the only reality, Starting from 
this, he went on to state that %hat can not be, must not be", and 
as the necessary corollary, that all that is, -As reasonable* It 
is from this that the pro-a.nd anti-Hegelian controversy arises. 

On the one hand, to affirm the reasonableness and justice of all 
that exists leads to rank conservatism (the Hegelian Left), espe- 
cially as we shall see later, as Hegel sees in the state the 
highest expresion of divine reason. On the other hand, and it is 
here that the inherent ambiguity of Hegel’s philosophy becomes 
apparent, the dialectic principle establishes the essential fluidity 
of History and seems to justify political opportunism. Thus Marx’s

for A th a. charge', have succeeded in terminating tne lives o f 
twelve iQnely gentlemen who sought lodging in.tneir ncuse, b y 
serving -them with poisoned elderberry 'wine. The pxa/ becomes 
tense but hilarious when after a sane nephew, of tne old ladies 
finds out what had passed in the house, a third nepnew, tne blacic 
sheen of the family, and his drunken doctor friend, was being 
wanted by the police, seek refuge in the house. Complications 
arise when the third nephew and his friend refuse to leave the 
house, threatening to expose the killings of tne twelve old men. 
Through a misunderstanding which occurs wnen Some policemen come 
to the house to order Teddy Roosevelt to stop blowing^ ms bugle 
in the middle of the night, the criminal nephew, wnp bears a 
striking resemblancg to Boris .Karloff due to a racial operation 
bv the doctor, gives himself away .and is arrested bj one police. 
The nlay comes to an end when, love unites the sene ne^ew cc tne 

daughter of a neighbouring minister. 

The acting, on the whole, was excellent, and s ecic.x men- 
+ i nn goes to Werner Rosenberg, Walter Eichwald, Peter Eiepmann, 

■ 'uriel Ungemuth, Peter Schattner, and George Pis cner.. ^ uerner 
Rosenberg was undoubtedly the best actor of tne cast,, ms role 



fitting him like a glove ; he almost put Peter .Lorre to tire shades, 
he and Peter Schat trier, who looked very, realistic, made a fine 
team.': ./"alt^r Bichwald and peter Lrepmann were, c*s usually , top- 

notch performers. Muriel Ungemuth gave a very credi uable port- 
raval of a minister ’^s daughter on the loose with her natural gnd 
graceful acting. 

George Fischer made the "best of his comparatively small 
role, and in the opinion of the' reviewer he should have had a 
"bigger role. Herbert Schwarcz made very little of ms role as 
the hero of the play; overacting should be avoided, more atten- 
tion to careful reading and understanding of one’s lines snould 
be raid. Among the others who executed their roles we x 1 were 
Tedy Langf elder, Bobby Langer, Ilie Vacs, Alfred mt-ec^ler and 
Herbert Winter stern. 

The scenery was hardly outstanding, and tne make-up i n 
most cases too exaggerated. Amateurs snould have no innibition 
of consulting professional experts on such tecnnicalities, as 
much technical errors tend to make a play unrealistic and grot- 
esque. 

Finally a word about the director, Hr. Joe Jacob. It 
must be said that TTr . Jacob" made " an admirable job of directing 
the play 3 with much patience and fortitude, whicu one must ne- 
cessarily have when directing amateurs, he was mainly responsible 
for the successful staging of the play. There were, however, one 
or two slip-ups in the casting of parts and it is a pity that Mr. 
Jacob made no effort to correct this in time. However , it is 
obvious that he is indispensable as a director, and we may rest 
assure that any further productions of the Tilcvall and Unaffiliated 
dramatic sections, will, enjoy success at les.st e^ual tb thao 0 f

While hard efforts are being made right now to find a rea- 
sonable solution of the intricate Palestine problem, the extrem- 
ists and' the future plans and intentions remain a question mark, 
even in case the partition plan should be carried out, Thoy pre- 
viously have often and emphatically declared that nothing short 
of an -undivided Palestine, possibly. including Transjordan, would 
be acceptable to them. The Jewish Agency, as the official and 
elected representatives of world Jewry and the Yishuv, now .has 
taken it upon itself to advocate partition on reasonable grounds 
that under the present unfavourable circumstances and conditions 
it is the utmost‘"the Jewish people can hope for. while we do not 
want to delve deeper into the m a tter of who is right or who is 
wrong, since this is of no major concern here, it is obvious, that 
a grstve danger exists should the forces who represent these : two 
antagonistic ideologies 'within the Jewish camp, clash with each ot- 
her. ^ w 

The Jewish Agency* certainly enjoys the support of a vast ma- 
jority of Jews in Palestine and throughout the world; but the ex- 
tremists, well-lead, well-disciplined, and well-equipped, still 
constitute a most important factor. j Here lies the question. Will 
the extrenists as a minority submit to the results of tne General 
Elections most likely to be held, or will the impossible state of 
affairs arise that an army not responsible to the elected govern- 
ment, in fact hostile to that government, will exist within the 
Jewish Stale? Should the extremists prefer to take the latter 
s-tand, any government however tolerant and liberal, will be com- 
pelled to outlaw and suppress them. That move in turn can only 
have one result: civil war. We are all aware of tne fact that 
a civile-war in -the newly created independent Jewish State couSid 
and definitely would"' have the most disastrous c'Cnsequences^Ba- 
sides "paralysing trade, industry,^ and: publi c life .in general, & 
deterring' foreign capitalists who might be willing to invest in 
Palestine, it would constitute a golden opportunity for hostile 
neighbours to get rid of the ’’Jewish invaders” once and for all, 
and destroy what it has taken 50 years to build up. 

In the face of these facts, therefore, let us sincerely hope 
that, f%r~the sake of the Yishuv as well as for the sake of Jews 
all over the world whose only desire is Palestine, the extremists 
will put their heroism, courage and ability at the disposal of the 
government rather than direct them against it. ,-0ur sole aimjphould 
be to unite, regardless of political beliefs and-'cpinions, and by 
the concerted efforts of every one od us prove to the world that 
the Jews deserve their State as an equal member of the family of 
nations. .< •

raunist state being the antithetical outcome of capitalism. 

j'e have mentioned above the Hegelian concept of the State. 

Cor Bidering it as the "self -conscious moral matter, the reason- 
able do vine V/ill that has organised itself", the final expression 
of the "Zeitgeist", the spirit of the times, he placed obedience 
t< the state above all other considerations. If we recall that 
one of his fundamental thesis in metaphysics affirms the justice 
and the reasonableness of all that exists, naming him state that 
"the constitution of the state is the existing form of justice", 
it oecomes obvious why his philosophy is at the base of all total- 
itarian systems,. and anathema to all true democrats. 

Undboubtedly, Hegel was a great man. But he also was the 
first exponent of a trend in German philosophy and statecraft that 
wsfs to bear a strange and terrible feuit a century later, bloss- 
oming out blooms as Alfred Rosenberg* s Mythos cf the 2Cth century. 
In tne words of the Bible the tree snal^ be 'know by its fruit, and 
the final results of Hegel * 3 work bear in themselves the condemn- 
ation of the man,
